against dancing. The (juestiou of ilaiuing 
. was loft entirely open by tlie Hibliv .\s 
for history, at, far back a.i can be I rae- 
i ed dancinif is fiuind to have existed in 
i every tribe and nation. Plato and .\ris 
: totle recouiineiidud dancini;, but durini; 
ihe reign of Tiberius the Roman govoi n- 
luent pndiibited dancing hi:caiise it ile 
genoialed. Thougii t 'h 1 ist or tho .Vpns 
lies had not danced history sle i\\ ed I hat 
up to the seventeenth century ins uiiium 
■ laters had. Majiy of the emiiieni divines 
of the Catliidic church had ojipo.-ied d.-iiu ■ 
ing while others said it was not luintul 
, I'ho sjieaker defined dancing as •' keepniL; 
' tiiiie to music A ith the feet," amlsiiiil he 
consideleil It as llie child of insi ruiue a l.-d 
i music. The radical reformers who sought 

10 abolish the dance must lirst do away 
with all musical insi ruineni a. D.it.cino 
had existed m all iii^es and would coii 
tinuo to exist. It c.oild not be abulialiod, 
but could be regulateil. There was i> pro- 
per time for this enjoy mc-nt — before bed- 
Mine. To stay up all night ilaiiciiig w;i>i 
to viidate the laws of nature and tocooinit 
-1IU. Promiscuous duncing in public halla 
is wrong and led to many evil.s. In con 
elusion the speaker sensibly held thai 
dancing in itself was not sinful when in- 
dulged in at the [iroper time and way, but 
like other things it might be liinied to 
had account — Claim '•••h.

TATAL BLOOO^POISOlTXNa. 

A Freaoh Bosidont Dlos From Inocu- 
lation. 

.\ I'ase of blood poisoning by inocula- 
tion, and one which resulted falally, oc 
ciirred in this city n few daya ago. The 
victim was Liidovic Racoiiillat, a married 
man, wuh a family of six children, and 
it was through one of them that the pois- 
oiiiiig occiirifd. One day last week hia 
little (biiightiir came lo him and aaiil : 
"Papa, 1 have a sliver in my linger; won't 
you lake it out I " The tleah around the 
sli e waa festered, and Mr. Raconillai 
proceeded lo remove the splinter. .-Vfter 
taking it out ho dropped the knife with 
out clasping il into Ins pocket. .Soon 
aflerwarda he sat down, and the blade, 
penetrating hia paiitalooiia, scratched him 
on the thigh. The wound was but trill 
ing, blood barely being draiMi, and he 
covered it with a piece of court plaster. 
That night the |iaiii becaiiio very inten^'e, 
and tho next iiioriiing he w-is unable to 
move around. .\ physician waa called in 
and the poisoned tleah was cuulerizod.hui 
the doctor pronounced Racouillat beyond 
human aid. Il was a severe case of blood 
poiaoiiing and the victim died on last 
Sunday.
